Your  letter  of  September  22  reached  me 
just  as  I  was  leaving  on  a  1300-mile  trip  to 
visit  men  of  my  company,  who  are  spread  all 
over  unoccupied  China. 

These  men  endure  many  hardships  and  in¬ 
conveniences,  but  they  do  an  excellent  job 
and  above  all  they  smile.  Food  is  very  hard 
to  get  and  costs  too  much;  we  pay  the  price, 
however.  Though  we  have  not  seen  any 
fighting,  life  is  still  very  rough  and  rugged. 

Our  present  rate  of  exchange  is  over  300 
to  one;  apparently,  it  is  still  increasing. 

On  Sept  5  I  was  given  command  of  a 
company,  an  assignment  with  which  I  am 
very  much  pleased,  for  I  like  to  be  with 
troops.  Most  of  my  time  is  spent  getting 
supplies  and  equipment  and  making  my  men 
happy  and  contented. 

Please  give  my  best  regards  to  the  faculty 
and  to  the  class  of  ’41.  To  one  and  all  a 
Merry  Christmas  and  a  very  Happy  New 
Year.

Since  my  days  in  the  Army  I  have  not 
been  very  lucky  in  finding  St.  Joe  men. 
While  at  Camp  Bowie,  I  did  meet  John  La- 
badie,  Ottowa,  Ohio,  and  Cy  Gaffney,  Chi¬ 
cago.  We  had  some  good  sessions,  but  as  it 
happens,  we  didn’t  meet  soon  enough  and 
were  scattered  shortly  afterward. 

Things  have  been  easy  and  hard,  smooth 
and  rough,  cold  and  hot  since  our  arrival  on 
(he  Western  Front.  I  can’t  tell  you  when  I 
came  in,  but  it  was  so  darn  early  that  many 
people  are  still  surprised  about  it. 

Some  day  I  would  like  to  go  to  press  with 
you  again  the  way  we  did  formerly.  Those 
days  will  never  be  forgotten;  too  many 
things  were  pounded  into  my  head  then — 
things  that  are  no  doubt  responsible  for  my 
present  position  in  the  Army.  Buck  Private, 
Feb.  15,  1941;  Major  since  June  1,  1944.

President  Roosevelt  has  nomin¬ 
ated  the  Chief  of  Army  Chap¬ 
lains  for  this  high  rank  and 
sent  the  order  for  this  promo¬ 
tion  to  the  Senate  for  ap¬ 
proval. 

There  are  a  number  of  firsts 
in  the  life  of  Msgr.  Arnold. 
He  was  the  first  Catholic  to 
hold  the  office  of  Chief  of 
Army  Chaplains,  the  first  such 
Chief  to  hold  the  rank  of 
Brigadier  General,  to  which 
he  was  promoted  in  1941. 
When  the  Senate  has  approv¬ 
ed  the  President’s  nomination, 
the  distinguished  alumnus  of 
St.  Joseph's  of  Indiana  will  be 
the  first  Chief  of  Army  Chap¬ 
lains  with  the  rank  of  Major 
General. 

An  Army  Chaplain  since 
May  7,  1913,  Msgr.  Arnold  as 
a  youth  learned  the  trade  of 
tobacco  stripper  from  his 
father.  He  still  holds  his  union 
card.

Mary’s  Seminary  of  the  West, 
Cincinnati,  as  professor  of  Sa¬ 
cred  Scripture.  Twelve  years  ago 
he  became  rector  of  the  Joseph¬ 
inum. 

Previous  to  his  appointment  to 
the  pastorate  of  St.  Joseph’s  Par¬ 
ish,  Garret,  in  1927,  Msgr.  Ben¬ 
nett  was  assistant  at  St.  Patrick’s 
of  Ft.  Wayne.  He  has  been  De¬ 
fensor  Vinculi  on  the  diocesan 
matrimonial  court  since  1929  and 
dean  of  the  Ft.  Wayne  district 
since  1941. 

Msgr.  Bennett  has  also  been 
active  in  such  civic  affairs  as  the 
County  Welfare  Board  and  the 
local  Chamber  of  Commerce;  at 
the  time  of  his  elevation  to  the 
episcopacy,  he  was  President  of 
both  of  these  organizations.
